It was 
not uiilil alioiit l' o'clock this afternoon 
that tlio work of bringing the botliea to 
the aiirface began, and as one cage was in 
Working order, after the start was made 
this pi-.iceedeu very rapidly, and in alittlo 
over an hour's time the bodies of seven 
white men and eight Chinese had been 
laised to the surface. The bodiea of all

many more men than those iniinetl in y 
terday's telegrams were below, is liapjiily 
untrue. The dispatch sent at midnight 
on Tuesday i» about correct, Every iiuli- 
vidual in the east slope where the ex])lo- 
sion occurred wa? killed, oven llubl. Wil- 
liams, engineer at the tup of. the slope, 
about fifty feet from tho foot of the shaft. 
His was the first body located and the 
lirst to be brought up.

after-damp rushed in. However, ,by the 
presence of mind exhibited in imriiediato- 
iy repairing the fan, tho air current was 
restored and many lives .saved. This 
ia attested by the recovery of a 
large niniilier who wore jirostrated 
by tho after damp, but whosubseiiuently 
recovered consciousness antl came to the 
foot of the shaft.

A miner's EXrERIBJJCE. 

Wiiiium Morgan, a Welshman, 63 years 
of age, has been in eight explosions bo- 
sidea the present one, but fortunately 
escaped injury inivuy. His first experience 
was in Monmouthshire, when nine years 
old, wdiile six others of tlio number wero 
in various mines in the same district. He 
was in the explosion at Bolliiigham Bay 
twenty-four yoara ago. Morgan'a stall ia 
in the-west level. No. 6 pit, and hu was 
there with tho Cliiiieso loader at about 9 
o'clock. "The lirat thing 1 noticed," he 
states "was a humming in tho ears canaod 
by a concussion. The Chinaman asked me 
what was the matter and 1 told him I 
thought there had been an explosion. 
Thu Cliinaiiiaii clapped bii* lianda over his 
ears. Just then tho driver brought in a 
mule to take the box away and he stated 
he also felt the concussion and asked 
what was the matter? I then went 
to .John Matthews' stall, quite close to 
mo, and told him there had been an 
explosion. Ho replied that ho also felt 
it ljut did nut think if was much and that 
it had happened in the pillars above. I 
thought as it had been humming in my 
ears for so long that it had been more 
severe. However, 1 returned to the stall 
and I prepared for another shot. Tho 
oar not coming back for a lengthy time, 
I went to thu top of the machine to see 
what tho matter was as I felt sure some- 
thing was wrong. 1 found the mule st^and- 
ing behind the first dooT with a car be- 
hind the top incline.

dren are again in the enjoyment of good 
health. : 

The internal affairs have been aa hore- 
toforo carefully coiitlucted by the Ladies' 
Committee, who have studied lo combine 
ocoiioinical inanagemenL with tho comfort 
and welfare of the children under their 
care. 

The total income for tho year amounts 
to §2,811.95, and the expenditure for 

iiiaintenanco, etc., to §1,749.14, rv. com- 
pared with ^^1 .'.l.'io.Ofi .11..' .':' :'7:.'.,)iS res- 
(lectively, for 1H8I). Of the iiicre.ise in 
receipts $587.00 ajipear under the head of 
Board of Children .and is owing to a con- 
siderable amount of iirrear.s having this 
year been received. The balance in hand 
tit this date is $1,543.87. 

The satisfactory state of the funds will 
enable tho committee to make an adtlition 
to the building especially for Ihe accoiu- 
modatitin of in hints, as well lis boine 
needed iinj)roveiiients to the inside ar- 
rangeineiits which should bo undertaken 
as early as the weather will permit. 

Particulars ot receiiits anil expenditure 
aro given in the accompanying statement of 
the treasurer, and it is wii li much ple.-i- 
aiire iiikI sal isfact ion that the cniimiittee 
are able to stale that the interest w liicli 
has for ao many years been iiianil'este.l in 
the Iloii'io by tho [uiblic, not only of \'ic- 
toria, but throughout tho province, still 
continues as will bo seen from tho annexed 
list of cash subscriiitioi a and donations, 
presents of provisii ns, clothing, etc., for 
use (if wdiicli the cumniittee beg to return 
their grateful thanks. 

In conclusion the committee desire to 
render heart-felt thanks to Almighty God 
w ho has been graciously pleased to pros- 
per tho inst itution and they pray that His 
blessing may attend all their future

.SAID TO IlK A MYTH. 

All ICnglish paper says: A subject of 
considerable discussion lately has been 
the asserted value of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway as a niihtary route to India. 
Tli.it myth has been permanently dis- 
posed of by the professor of tho Boyal 
Military Cidlego, who proves as clear as 
noonday that, supposing the .Suo/i Cimal 
to lie closed, there is a balance, as far as 
the sea journey alone is conceriieil, ol 
from I,7.">1 to .'!,OI(i miles in I'avor of the 
Cajic route to India compared with the 
Canadian pa.ssage. Thin dillerenco is still 
further inereaaod by a railway journey of 
fnuu .'1,080 to 3,758 miles across Canada 
on ,1 .single line of mils. Thus in going to 
India rin Canada >vo should tidvo fr 'in 
seven to nine days more tjy rail in aildi- 
lioii to from livi; to 'en days more by sea 

/. e. , from twelve to nineteen days 
more, siipiJosiiiL: even that tlieru were a--. 
L;ood ships on tlii^ I'aeilic as (Jii the Allan 
tie and Indian oceans, and that they could 
be procurud in sullicient numbers without 
etitiruly stopping the trade. But this 
supposition is not tenable, and i\Iajoi 
.Mayuj, therefore, takes the Canadian 
route to liombay as from tifteeii to 
Iweiity-twi) days longer than tho Cape 
route. To this must be added a debark- 
ation and eiitridniiig at the east coast of 
Canada and a detraining and embarkation 
at the wo.st coast, eftoh of wliioh will take 
u|) a d.iy ; so that the Cantidian route to 
India is from two and a half to three and 
a h.df weeks longer than tlie Cafjc route. 
But after all, the Canadian railway is a 
grand and iioiile enterprise, which has 
given a rude shock to Russia on the 
Pacific in any attempt on Canada, Hong- 
kong, New Zealand, or Austridia. Quite 
indopentJent of a iiiilitary route, it has 
immense admitages, and deserves all the 
supijort which the homo government can 
give it.
